The l.oi»n Stone or Ijind'n End. 
| 


Tl'.o rnOBt celebrated rocking stone in 


Eopiand Is thnt known ns cho Logan, 
Loggau or Ixigglng stono. It is situated 
on tho summit of a bold promontory of 
nrsoito about Jl miles from Land's End, 
in Mount's bay, Cornwall. It is estimated 
to woigh about 90 tons; yet it is so nicely 
balanced that a child can move It with ono 
band. 
Tho pivot upon which tho stono 


rests is a small, hard protrusion, on all 
sides of which tha whole surrounding sur- 
face hns worn away, leaving the enormous 
bowlder standing upon a narrow nock so 
oiactly and evenly poised that a touch suts 
i-hn whole mass to rocking. In the legend- 
ary lore of Pcnzancc there is a prophecy 
to the effect thnt tho Logan stone will 
stand until the day of thoc.ndof the world, 
when it will full of its own accord just 
before and as a token of tho ending of all 
earthly thiiiEs. Several years ago a young 
English lieutenant, who did not believe .n 
prophecies, hired a foroo of men, who re- 
paired to tho i-pot and with ropes, crow- 
bars and lovers, throw tho groat stono 
from Us pinnacle. When tho authorities 
heard of tho destruction of the old land- 
mark, they forced tho young officer at 
great erpenso to replace the stone just as 
ho had found It. Some claim that^tho 
poiso is not so equal now as it was before 
the incident just related.—St. LouU Re- 
public-.
